Dear Mrs. Chapman: 


I have your letter of September 12 which arrives on my first day in the office 
after a vacation with my family on the North Carolina coast. I also have a new 
secretary and we are behind in our filing. I am therefore not entirely certain as 
to the contents of my letter to Mrs. Dashiell. It is my recollection however that 
I asked her to straighten me out on my Davis line since we have misplaced the notes 
of the late Mrs. Chapman. I have had the line clear for many years back to my 
greatlgrandparents, Thomas Davis and wife Mary Cabell, but beyond them were one,two 
or three generations back to the immigrant that was shown in the late Mrs. Chapman's 
notes and it is these generations that I now seek. It is my recollection that the 
father or grandfather of Thomas Davis who married Mary Cabell was also named Thomas 
Davis and that the wife of one of them was Rebecca, widow of John Hawthorne. 


The line from Thomas Davis and Mary Cabell is as follows: their son was James 
Davis married Winifred Clarke, a descendant of the immigrants Thomas Clarke, Richard 
Penny, Charles Barcroft, James Sampson and others (Boddiets HISTORICAL SOUTHERN 
FAMILIES I, page 20 et seq); their daughter was Mary ("Polly") Davis married James 
Gwaltney, jr., a descendant of the immigrants Thomas Gwaltney, Thomas Warren, Robert 
Flake, Mathias Marriott, and others (Boddie's HISTORICAL SOUTHERN FAMILIES II, page 
115 et seq)s; their son was William Gray Gwaltney married Sarah Holland, a descendant 
of the immigrants John Holland, Stephen Darden or Durden, Robert Eley, the Reverand 
Robert Bracewell or Braswell and others (Boddiets SOUTHSIDE VIRGINIA FAMILIES i, page

Since writing you on September 17 I have located my file copy of my letter of 11 
September 1957 to Captain John B. Boddie of Mountain View, California, in which my Davis 
line is outlined and in which I advise that I am sending him copies of the chart of the 
late Mrs. L. L. Chapman showing this line, altho I am unable to locate wpies of this 
chart. I ¢ ote from my letter to Captain Boddies 

sy : 

I am sending herewith copies of a chart showing my descent from Thomas Davis 
and wife Rebecca Hawthorne (widow of John Hawthorne), parents of Thomas 
Davis who married Mary Cabell, the latter being my greathgrandparents. I have 
had this line back to Thomas Davis, jr., and wife Mary Cabell for some years, 
but this chart is the first information I have had as to the parents of Thomas. 
You will note that this line comes down to Mary Davis and husband James Gwaltney, 
jr., who were my great2grandparents. Lundie Barlow sent me this chart and I 
understand it was compiled by Mrs. L. L. Chapman of Smithfield, Virginia. I 
have made a few minor additions. 


I am also sending you a copy of notes on this Davis line from Mrs. Chapman's 
file which Mr. Barlow sent me along with the Davis chart. In addition to these 
I am sending you a copy of pertinent excerpts from Mr. Barlow's accompanying 
letter. I hope you will find these helpful. 


From this it appears that there was only one generation back to the immigrant before 
the generation Thomas Davis and Mary Cabell, this first generation being Thomas Davis and 
Rebecca Hawthorne, widow of John Hawthorne, but I note from your pencil chart that 
you begin with one additional generation, Thomas Davis, died 1720, and wife Eliza Warren 
who, according to your chart, were the parents of Thomas Davis, died 1748, married 1725 
Rebecca Hawthorne, widow of John Hawthorne. You also show the line, as I have it, on 
down to my great2qrandparents, James Gwaltney, jr., and wife Mary ("Polly") Davis, as 
follows: Thomas Davis, died 1776, married Mary (she was Mary Cabell); their son was James 
Davis of "Hunniford's" married Winifred Clarke who died in 1802; their daughter was Mary 
("Polly") Davis married James Gwaltney, jr., and you have the date 1796 after his name. 

Is this the date of their marriage? Assuming you are correct in showing Thomas Davis and 
wife Eliza Warren as the parents of Thomas Davis, jr., who married Rebecca Hawthorne, 
then we have in my line three Thomas Davises, father, son, and grandson, whom I shall refer 
to at least in this letter as Thomas Davis, Thomas Davis, jr., and Thomas Davis III to 
distinguish one from the others. My line from James Gwaltney, jr., and wife Mary ("Polly") 
Davis is shown in the second paragraph of my letter to you of September 17. They were my 
great2grandparents. 


I am unable to identify any items in the several notes sent me that tie in with your 
chart except the items numbered 5 and 6 on the sheet titled "extra notes". The item 
numbered 5, "Will of Thomas Davis of Surry County, Virginia", appears to be the will of 
Thomas Davis and the item numbered 6 appears to be the will of Thomas Davis, jr.. Most of 
the rest of your notes appear to be from the Isle of Wight County, Virginia, records and 
it may be that one or more of the generations in my Davis line were from Isle of Wight, 
but up to now, at least, they appear to have come from Surry County, Virginia, which adjoins 
Isle of Wight County, as you of course know.

I would like to have further explanation as to how you arrive at the conclusion that 
Thomas Davis and wife Eliza Warren were the parents of Thomas Davis, jr., who married 
Rebecca Hawthorne, as to whether this first Thomas Davis was the immigrant and I 
would also like to have Eliza Warren Davis identified. As you know, I am a descendant of 
Thomas Warren, the immigrant from Ripple Court, County Kent, England, builder of the 
Warren House on Smith's Fort plantation, said to be the oldest house in Virginia, at least 
as to which there is a proven date of its erection, 1651-52. I descend from Thomas Warren 
thru his daughter Alice Warren Marriott by his first marriage and thru Allen Warren, second 
son of his third marriage. , 


As I have heretofore advised you, I have had the line from Thomas Davis III ( he is 
Thomas Davis III assuming your chart is correct) and wife Mary Cabell for quite some time 
and it is the generations prior to them back to the immigrant or immigrants that I seek, 


I am returning to you the "Davis Descent of Lottie Williamson Hines" which appears 
to deal with the Davises of Isle of Wight County and does not appear to pertain to my own 
Davis line and I am also returning to you the other three pages of Davis notes Prepared 


by the late Blanche A. Chapman with generatiors 1 thru 5 since they also do not appear to 


pertain to my Davis line. -
